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REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR.  1949.

THE  WARDLE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

My  report  for  tho  yoar  ending  31st  December,'  1949,  is 
as  follows:-

GENERAL  SURVEY.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Tho  works  aro  boing  w orkod  to  full  capacity  and  tho 
samples  takon  by  the  Paver  Board  are  either  border-line  or 
unsatisfactory.  Since  the  works  wore  re-designed  some 
200  houses  have  been  built  and  tho  filtoring  media* is  now 
old,  clogged,  and  thore  is  no  margin  available  for  periodic 
resting.  ho  aluminoforric  has  boon  used  during  tho  year. 

One  storm  tank  is  leaking'  and  will  have  to  bo 

repaired. 

* 

Tho  detritus  tanks  have  developed  a  settlement  crack-.-, 
and  will  shortly  need  buttressing. 

The  piped  sewers  throughout  the  district  have  given  no 
trouble  and  the  intake  of  tho  syphon  has  not  been  blocked 
during  tho  year.  o 

The  pumping  gear  at  the  sewage  works  is  in  good  order 
and  farmers  have  now  removed  tho  entire  accummulation  of 
sewage  sludge.  *  -

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  and  after 
removal  to  hospital  the  premises  were  disinfected. 

House  Refuse . 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  during  the  months  of 
January,  to  April,  October  to  December,  inclusive  and 
during  the  remaining  five  months,  fortnightly  collections 
aro  made.  This  service  was  materially  improved  by  the 
purchase  of  a  specially  constructed  refuse  waggon  which 
took  the  place  of  an  open  type  vehicle. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  tho 
Council's  tip  in  ashbrook  and  without  complaint.

Ovo  rcrowding,  . . . 

During  the  year  the  Council1  s  Housing  Programme 
included  four  bedroom  type  houses  which  enabled  six 
families  to  be  moved  into  suitable  houses.  Any  cases 
not  dealt  with  were  those  who  could  not  a-fford  the  rents 
of  Post-lar  Houses  and  will  be  specially  considered  for 
the  Pre-War  Houses  when  any  become  available.

Water  Supply. 

The  .district  is  supplied  with  water  by  tho  Rochdalo 
Corporation’  in  sufficient  quantity  and  of  good  quality. 

Ho  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  Outlying 
cottages  and  farms  are  supplied  by  .wells -'“and  springs  and 
no  complaints  have  been  received  either  about  quality  or 
quantity  throughout  tho  year.  W-: 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

All  tho  sewage  from  the  district  is  treated  at  tho 
Council1 s  works  at  Hew  Mill,  the  method  of  treatment  boing 
by  precipitation  tanks,  continuous  filters  and  humus  tanks. 
Ho  extensions  to  the. system  was  carried  out  during  tho  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 


The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  deals  with  the  pollution 
of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  this  district.  Ashbrook  is 
far  from  satisfactory  and  is  often  seriously  polluted  on 
its  way  through  the  district.

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  Council  continue  to  pay  a  £4  contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets  to  fresh  water  flus.h 
type  . 

Smoke  Abatement . 

Ten  smoke  observations  were  taken  and  in  each  case 
proved  to  be  in  order.  ..  .  .  .
